In this issue, one of our favorite English instructors 
shares with us some of her experiences during her studies 
at Oxford University while on sabbatical leave from Hart- 
nell for the year 1955-56. 


FROM HARTNELL TO OXFORD 


By Eleanor Perry 

Change Winter Term to Michaelmas Term; change Spring to Hi- 
lary,,and you are in another world. You are still in college, but you 
have moved across a continent and an ocean. Change Beatnik to 
Angry Young Man, and you are looking at another undergraduate 
in another society. I'hope some of you have the luck to have a year 
or two at some foreign university before you finish. your formal edu- 
cation. It is an exciting experience. 

You are scared. The unknown factors, the ones you cannot possi- 
bly anticipate, frighten you. ‘I suppose it is the threat to your self- 
esteem. You are afraid of looking stupid in the eyes of those who do’ 
not know how good you are. I had no idea that Thursday was dif: 
ferent from any other day at Oxford. So I “went up” on 
Thursday. I know I was shaking as I stood on the platform at Pad- 
dington in London Waiting for the train that would “take me up.” 
After approximately two hours on the train I saw the spires of Ox- 
ford; a taxi took me to my, hotel, but when I started out on foot 
to find the University, I met blank walls and closed doors, All shops, 
as well as the University Registry, were closed on Thursday. 

In the days that followed, doors opened, and I began to find my 
way about. But the initiation was long. For example, at Oxford, you 
do not just go to the library. Before I could read in the Bodleian, I 
had to wait for this letter from my tutor, present it to the head li- 
brarian, and take an oath that I would not destroy any of the books: 

St. Hugh’s College 
Oxford 
October 13, 1955 
Miss Pirie is a recognised student, working under my supervi- 
sion this term, and I believe that the fees she pays entitles her to’ 
attend lectures and to use-the University Libraries. I hope that 
this will serve as a note of introduction and recommendation so 
that she may be able to read in the Bodleian.

Even sports reporting is different at Oxford. A reporter covering 
an Oxford-Cambridge rugby football game, instead of saying that 
the Oxford team played horrible ball, wrote, “. . . in midfield the 
defense was inexcusably unsound.” Yes, you find differences at every 
turn, but you learn something at every turn, too. 

An Oxonian need not attend lectures unless he wants to. No roll 
is taken, no examinations held covering the material in the lecture, 
But if you wish to attend, you arrive early. The lecturer is the last 
to enter the room; he strides’ dramatically to the podium with aca- 
demic gown flying; the doors are locked, and the lecture begins. 
There are no questions from the floor; the performer has the right- 
of-way, and he keeps it. When he is through, he picks up his notes 
and strides out. Then and only then may those in the audience 
breathe, move, and leave. It must be fun to lecture at Oxford. 

But, being a student was fun, too. The “elevenses” (their coffee 
break at eleven in the morning) and their teams are wonderful in- 
ventions. You find, also, a passionate curiosity about the United 
States. I remember a brilliant senior students, who was a member of 
Lady Margaret’s Hall, one of the more distinguished colleges for 
women at Oxford, saying her only ambition was to study at UCLA. 
She longed to change places with me and to live in California. 

And so you wonder what you are doing so far away from home. 
And you come home to California joyfully. But your happiness at 
being home does not wipe out what you have learned. You come 
home a different person and, I argue ,a better one for your time 
spent in a university in another country. 4

Although a member of the 
Coast Conference for many years 
and an opponent of Hartnell for 
21 years, Menlo is not like the 
others. It’s a’small, private school 
for boys—from grade school 
through junior college. The col- 
lege part of it is growing, yes, 
past the 300 mark now, whereas 
the public schools in the league 
have all passed the. 1,000 count. 
Menlo resembles an eastern prep 
school and academic standards are 
high. 

The Menlo Park academy is a 
friendly, informal place. Neigh- 
borhood mothers and their chil- 
dren and elderly professors stroll 
across the dormitory-dotted cam- 
pus to the bleachers or sit on the 
grass. There are no fences, gates. 

But the game Friday was not 
friendly. Midway through the 
first quarter -the Hartnell Pan- 
thers discovered they could score 
rather easily against an under- 
manned Oaks squad. 


Henry Kalama ran 14 yards to 
the first touchdown. A little 
later the Harts recovered a fum- 
ble on the Oaks’ 10 and quarter- 
back Gary Brooks carried over 
the goal line after three plays. 

In the second period the Pan- 
thers found they could pass and 
score—rather unusual for the 
big cats. First, Brooks threw 17 
yards into the end zone and the 
arms of Charles Elder. Then 
Jim McGuire at quarterback 
threw 33 yards to Elder again 
who grabbed the pigskin like a 
sack of gold. Still in the second 
frame quarterback Charles Coy 
tossed the ball°25 yards to Frank 
Boynay for another TD. 

Gary Grissom, safety man, had 
already demonstrated his specialty 
when he caught a Menlo punt 
and returned it 55 yards to score. 

The game became even more 
unfriendly in the second half. 
With the starting regulars benched 
Coach Arvin Smith’s reserves — 
many of whom had not played 
before in JC competition — found 
that they could also score and per- 
form as well as the first string. 
Nothing could slow down the 
boys: that afternoon. Several 
showed hidden talents. 

Ulysses “Doc” Whitehead flashed 
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a speedy, elusive running style 
that carried him 50 yards to a 
touchdown. Earlier hé had caught 
a 15-yard pass to score. 

Ron Tomasini, brother of Brad 
(who has been a real bear on de- 
fense this season) suddenly showed 
a broken-field charging that could 


not be stopped. He enjoyed runs | 


of 85 and’ 33 yards that ended in 
touchdowns. 

Best part of the afternoon, from 
the Hartnell viewpoint, was that 
it gave everyone on the squad 


a chance to play. Many boys got |

13 Panthers carried at one time 
or another. 

Only one player was more or 
less slighted. Punt specialist Ken 
Gillott was allowed to punt only 
once. during the game. 

After the 200 spectators had 
vacted the bleachers and left the 
gridiron, a shrill cheer arose from 
the neighboring field where a 
football game among the little 
primary boys was in progress. One 
padded youngster, four feet tall, 
had caught a pass for a touch- 
down.
